Three  letters  eomment  and  eorr>eot  article  on  Dutch  emergency  coins 

It  is  interesting  that  the  German  occupation  coins  for  the  Netherlands 
did  not  include  a 1/2  cent  piece.  This  denomination  is  really  necess- 
ary if  there  are  to  be  both  1-cent  and  2^-cent  coins.  Apparently,  the 
practice  of  pricing  things  to  the  1/2  cent  declined  in  the  1940's.  By 
then  the  2Vcent  piece  may  have  been  used  just  in  certain,  limited 
circumstances.  Postage  stamps  in  the  1940's  still  appeared  in  denom- 
ination involving  half  cents  - usually  in  2^-cent  steps  such  as  2^, 
lh  and  12^  cents.

406),  the  coins  were  not  designed  by  S.  S.  Scharfuhrer  (2nd  paragraph). 
"S.  S.  Scharfuhrer"  is  not  a person's  name.  It  is  an  enlisted  man's 
rank  in  the  S.S.!  The  Schutz  Staffel  (SS)  had  different  rank  titles 
than  the  Army  - and  the  title  was  always  preceded  by  "S.S.". 

In  effect,  "S.  S.  Scharfuhrer"  means  S.  S.  Senior  Sergeant  (approximate- 
ly but  not  the  same  as  our  Staff  Sergeant).

I must  refer  to  the  article  on  Dutch  coins  starting  on  page  404  [NIB, 
Dec.  1983).  In  a piece  written  for  the  Dutch  Yaarboek  1946-47  by  Dr. 
van  Hengel , formerly  master  of  the  mint  at  Utrecht,  the  coins  were  de- 
signed by  Nico  de  Haas,  under  auspices  of  the  Dutch  Nazi  president  of 
the  Ministry  of  Finance  M.  M.  Rost  van  Tonningen.  I do  not  know  whether 
either  of  them  was  an  S.  S.  Scharfuhrer,  a military  rank  of  the  SS. 

Dies  were  quite  often  used  in  the  year  after  their  own  date,  thus  part- 
ly explaining  the  scarcity  of  1942  2h  cents,  as  well  as  the  populations 
aversion  to  them.  In  the  movie  "Soldier  of  Orange"  there  is  an  amusing 
but  true  and  nearly  tragic  story  about  the  Allies  not  knowing  about 
the  change  in  coinage  and  furnishing  their  agents  with  the  old  silver 
coins  to  use  in  pay  phones.

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BIRD  OF  PARADISE

Silver  5 Neu-Guinea  Mark  1894 
Mintage  - 19,094  - Berlin 


Prior  to  1871,  Germany  did  not  exist  as  a political  entity  but  rather 
as  a collection  of  large  and  small  sovereign  states  independent  of 
each  other.  In  that  year,  Prussia,  the  most  powerful  state,  succeeded 
in  consolidating  these  separate  countries  into  a cohesive  and  united 

•empire.  It  was  not  long  after  consolidation  that  the  new  German  Empire 
sought  to  expand  overseas  and  to  build  its  own  colonial  domain  as  other 
European  nations  had  previously  done. 

Germany  began  its  colonial  penetration  overseas  in  1884  and  1885  when 
it  annexed  four  large  areas  in  Africa  and  had  these  claims  subsequently 
recognized  by  the  other  European  colonial  powers.  At  the  same  time, 
Germany  turned  to  the  east  and  in  1884  annexed  the  northeastern  coast 
of  the  island  of  New  Guinea  in  the  Pacific,  the  second  largest  island 
in  the  world. 


However,  both  England  and  the  Netherlands  had  prior  claims  to  extensive 
territories  on  this  island.  After  a boundary  agreement  among  the  three 
nations  in  1885,  the  Netherlands  was  granted  the  western  half  of  the 
island;  England,  the  southeastern  quadrant  and  Germany,  the  northeastern 
quadrant  together  with  a large  group  of  offshore  islands  called  the  Bis- 
marck Archipelago. 


For  administration  of  German  New  Guinea,  a trading  company  was  chartered 
in  1884  known  as  the  "Neu-Guinea  Compagnie",  It  operated  until  1899 
when  it  was  dissolved  and  the  administration  of  the  colony  transferred 
to  the  imperial  government.  An  issue  of  coins  were  struck  for  the 
company  at  the  Berlin  Mint  in  nine  denominations  dated  1894  and  1895. 

The  1894  coins  consisted  of  1,  2 and  10  Pfennig  in  copper  and  1/2,  1, 

2 and  5 Mark  in  0.900  fine  silver.  Two  gold  coins  (0.900  fine)  for  10 
and  20  Mark  were  dated  1895.  All  are  of  very  low  mintage  and  therefore 
scarce  in  today's  market. 


The  design  of  the  1 and  2 Pfennig  is  very  simple.  The  obverses  show  the 
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name  of  the  company  in  three  lines  with  two  crossed  leaves  below.  The 
reverses  contain  a large  numeral  1 or  2 surrounded  by  the  denomination 
in  letters  with  the  date.  All  seven  other  denominations  are  identical 
to  the  5 Neu-Guinea  Mark  pictured  above  except  for  denomination  and  date 

The  majestic  Bird  of  Paradise  portrayed  on  these  latter  coins  is  a soli- 
tary forest  bird  inhabiting  the  tropical  jungles  of  New  Guinea's  high- 
lands. The  male  of  the  species  is  adorned  with  spectacular,  streaming 
tail  feathers  in  a variety  of  briliant  colors.  Native  chieftains  still 
wear  them  as  a symbol  of  rank  and  authority.  But,  shortly  before  and 
shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  milady's  fashions  demanded 
graceful  and  ornate  plumage  for  her  millinery,  the  Bird  of  Paradise  be- 
came one  of  New  Guinea's  exports.  The  species  declined  significantly 
almost  to  the  point  of  extinction. 

Fortunately,  fashions  change  and  the  present  government  of  Papua  New 
Guinea  now  prohibits  the  exportation  of  these  rare  and  beautiful  Birds 
of  Paradise. 

There  are  about  40  different  species  of  these  birds,  each  with  its  own 
exotic  plummage  - some  with  curled  feathers  extending  from  the  back  of 
the  head,  others  with  ruffs  of  brilliant  colors  and  still  others  with 
fantastic  tail  feathers.  The  bird  on  the  Neu-Guinea  coin  was  approp- 
riately named  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  species  after  the  then  ruling  emperor 
of  Germany. 

After  World  War  I,  German  New  Guinea  passed  to  Australia  under  a League 
of  Nations  mandate.  In  1945  it  was  administratively  merged  with  the 
Territory  of  Papua  (formerly  British  New  Guinea)  under  Australian  con- 
trol. Then  in  1975,  the  two  Territories  were  granted  independence  as 
a member  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations  under  the  name  of 
Papau-New  Guinea.

ARGENTINA  - NEW  1983  COINAGE

With  the  introduction  of  a new  currency  unit,  the  Peso  Argentino,  at 
the  beginning  of  June  1983,  four  new  coins  have  been  released.  The 
new  coinage  consists  of  21mm  50-centavo,  20mm  10-centavo,  19mm  5-cen- 
tavo and  18mm  1-centavo.  All  are  struck  in  aluminum,  have  plain  edges 
and  are  about  2mm  thick.  All  have  the  same  design  in  rather  shallow 
relief.  The  obverse  bears  the  head  of  liberty,  first  used  in  1881, 
with  the  name  of  the  country  below.  The  reverse  contains  only  the 
denomination  and  the  date. 

The  coins  are  very  difficult  to  tell  apart,  and  one  has  to  look  at 
the  reverse  to  be  sure  of  the  denomination.  More  variation  in  size, 
edging  and  thickness  should  have  been  used.  Any  inconvenience  will 
be  temporary  since  Argentina's  very  high  rate  of  inflation  will  quick- 
ly render  the  smaller  denominations  useless.  The  Peso  Argentino  is 
equal  to  10,000  of  the  previous  pesos  and  was  worth  about  13  cents 
U.S.  currency  in  June  1983. 
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THE  SPANISH  MINIATURES  OF  LUDWIG  CHRISTIAN  LAUER  - NUREMBERG

The  Nurnberg  die  making  firm  of  Ludwig  Christian  Lauer  executed  various 
patterns  for  the  Transvaal,  Orange  Free  State,  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  the 

•states  of  Mexico.  These  were  by  commission  of  another  die  making  firm 
in  Berlin,  Otto  Nolte  & Co. 

The  Lauer  firm  also  produced  many  miniature-imitations  of  existing 
world  coins  which  were  intended  for  collectors.  These  coins  were  of 
various  metals  and  were  all  produced  in  the  same  diameter  of  13  mm. 
and  the  approximate  weight  of  0.6  grams. 

These  Spanish  miniatures  represented  the  coinage  of  Isabel  II,  Gobierno 
Provisional,  Alfonso  XII  and  Alfonso  XIII.  These  coins  were  all  dated 
1887  except  for  those  of  Alfonso  XIII,  which  were  dated  1888.  The  coins 
of  Isabel  II  and  Alfonso  XII  had  their  busts  but  not  indicated  in  the 
coin  legend.

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THE  ANONYMOUS  (NAYAKA)  COINS  OF  T I NNEVELLY

Amongst  the  regions  of  South  India  which  struck  coins  in  the  period  at 
which  I have  been  looking  is  Tinnevelly,  or,  more  properly,  Tiruneveli, 
which  is  some  444  miles  southwest  of  Madras.  Its  small  copper  coins 
are  amongst  the  very  few  which  have  been  the  subject  of  a study.  They 
were  a Nayaka  issue  and  are  probably  the  only  coins  that  were  ever 
struck  in  that  area.  The  author  of  the  study  was  a Lutheran  mission- 
ary named  Loventhal.  He  spent  a considerable  portion  of  his  life  in 
the  Danish  Mission  at  Vellore,  but  his  study  embraced  all  the  ancient 
coins  which  seemed  to  be  found  in  the  area.  The  result  was  a small 
treatise  printed  in  1888  with  4 pages  of  hand  drawn  illustrations. 

Plate  IV,  figures  92/123  deals  solely  with  the  small  copper  coins  of 
the  Nayaka. 

This  treatise,  with  a special  introduction,  was  reprinted  in  1978  by 
Numismatics  International  in  cooperation  with  the  Olivia  Collection. 
Since  I am  dealing  with  all  the  later  coinages  of  South  India,  how- 
ever briefly,  I thought  I would  include  this  short  note  on  the  series. 

Loventhal 's  work  is  valuable  because  as  far  as  I know  it  is  the  only 
study  made  on  the  spot  by  a collector  who  related  it  to  daily  life, 
what  was  found  in  the  area  and  his  own  experiences.  Major  Jackson  in 
his  work  on  the  South  Indian  Dynasties  simply  quotes  directly  from 
Loventhal  for  that  area.  In  modem  times  the  coins  are  also  noted  by 

Mitchiner  who  lists  just  the  one  type  - "VENKATESVARA 
standing  beneath  an  archway"  of  1 and  2 kasus  (1^  & 

3 grams).  The  Venkatesvara  is  a common  portrayal 
in  sculpture  of  the  deified  Hanuman,  standing  or 
enthroned  in  an  archway.  Krause/Mi  shier , in  its 
most  recent  work,  lists  the  same  design  in  both 
Venkatesvara  weights  (1.40-1.50  & 2.70-3.20  grams),  but  adds  a 
second  design,  that  of  two  deities  riding  on  horse- 
back - a rather  remarkable  design  to  appear  on  so  small  a coin.  Like 
the  Madura  issues,  the  reverse  has  the  legend  "Sri  Vira".  I would 
suggest  that  they  may  be  distinguished  from  the  Madura  ones  by  the 
fact  that  the  three  letters  have  a style  of  their  own  and  are  far  less 
precise.  A second  type  of  reverse  is  a conch  shell,  with  or  without 
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the  Sri  Vira.  Loventhal  considered  that  the  Tinnevelly  coins  demon- 
strate better  workmanship.  All  the  coins  he  illustrated  have  some 
kind  of  Hindu  deity  (deities)  represented. 

Another  of  his  comments  was  that  the  coins  are  of  special  interest 
as  illustrating  a Hindu  Pantheon,  that  in  itself  showing  a revival 
of  Brahamanism  in  that  area.  In  fact  the  Vijayanagar  rulers  and  early 
Nayakas  were  responsible  for  many  grand  temples  in  South  India,  all 
richly  adorned  with  sculptures,  and  in  many  of  these  some  of  these 
small  copper  coins  may  well  have  been  struck.  In  relation  to  this 
Loventhal  thought  the  coins  a true  reflection  of  the  Hindu  mind. 

One  fact  is  certain,  to  identify  the  various  designs  on  these  coins 
(as  indeed  on  most  non-Islamic  and  non-European  coins)  one  must  be 
very  familiar  with  all  the  Hindu  deities  and  the  innumerable  symbols 
connected  with  them.  This  is  particularly  so  of  South  India,  much 
of  which  remained  relatively  free  of  Muslim  influence. 

The  Venkatesvara  (or  Hanuman)  coins  are  the  ones  listed  no  doubt  be- 
cause Loventhal  said  that  they  were  the  most  common.  He  himself  had 
200  of  them,  all  different,  from  which  he  deduced  that  they  had  been 
current  for  a long  time  - it  might  also  have  been  due  to  the  fact  that 
various  die-makers  in  the  temple  or  elsewhere  struck  them.  Certainly 
as  the  only  "small  change"  of  the  area,  large  quantities  must  have 
been  in  demand.  He  also  felt  that  while  in  Madura  the  Nayakas  tended 
to  adhere  to  the  old  symbols  in  use,  those  in  Tiruneveli  felt  they 
had  no  need  to  do  so.  In  the  end  there  was  a large  variety  of  designs 
amongst  the  anonymous  copper  coins  because  every  petty  ruler  chose 
his  own  design  and  changed  it  when  he  felt  like  so  doing.  But  it 
would  seem  to  me,  from  some  of  the  lots  I have  seen  - even  including 
an  occasional  Roman  Ae5  - that  whether  struck  by  temple  or  ruler, 
the  designs  would  not  have  mattered  much  to  the  users  and  often, 
from  long  use,  were  none  too  clear  anyway. 

A note  about  the  word  "kasu",  translated  as  cash.  It  is  an  Indian 
one  from  the  ancient  Sanskrit,  perhaps  more  ancient  that  that,  and 
not  to  be  confused  with  the  slang  English  expression  for  money, 
namely  "cash",  which  comes  from  a Latin  word  "capsa"  which  meant  a 
box  in  which  to  keep  money. 

Recently  someone  asked  me  if  anyone  knew  why  the  coins  of  South  India 
were  always  so  small.  According  to  Major  Jackson  the  reason  was  sim- 
ple. The  early  coinage  was  not  based  on  cowries  - as  I have  sometimes 
seen  written  - but  on  two  types  of  indigenous  seeds  - not  the  rati  of 
North  India  - namely  the  MANJADI  seed  (Adenath ra  Pavonina)  which  wei- 
ghs about  5 grains  troy  (.315  grs.)  and  the  larger  Molucca  bean  (Caesal- 
pinia  Bonduc)  which  weighed  10  manjadis,  or  about  50  grains  (3.15  gms . ) 
These  were  used  (Elliot/Jackson)  for  determining  the  proportion  of 
silver,  i.e.  the  silver  punchmark  coins,  one  of  which  was  supposed  to 
be  equivalent  to  one  Molucca  bean  (Kalanju). 

Elliot  adds  that  the  fanam  (gold)  was  the  weight  of  a manjadi  seed  and 
the  pagoda  (10  times)  the  equivalent  of  a Kalenju.  Also  he  states 
that  the  early,  oldest,  gold  coins  were  plain  gold  spherules  with  a 
minute  punchmark,  the  same  being  true  of  the  earliest  copper  punch- 
marks.  (Note  the  fanams  of  the  Vi jayanagars , Mitch.  931 /32a . ) There 
are  no  silver  mines  in  South  India,  so  all  silver  was  imported  in  trade. 
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Since  Loventhal's  study  was  not  just  the  anonymous  coppers  of  the 
Nayakas,  but  of  all  the  coins  found  in  his  area,  I illustrate  here 
a few  of  the  more  striking,  beginning  with  the  first  punchmarks.  They 
represent  the  coins  Loventhal  found  and  cover  the  main  historical 
periods  of  the  area.

It  is  worth  noting  that  a certain  number  of  foreign  coins  appeared  in 
the  area,  including  the  small  Ae5  of  the  Roman  Empire,  Valentinian 
and  Theodosius,  which  illustrate  not  only  the  extent  of  Roman  trade, 
but  also  the  length  of  time  coins  might  be  in  circulation  without  any 
reference  to  the  striking  authority.

Cilbiani  Inferiores,  the  word  has  nothing  to  do  with  any  qualities  the 
tribe  might  have  lacked,  nor  its  size,  but  rather  to  its  location.  One 
tribe  inhabited  the  upper  plains  of  the  Cayster,  and  this  tribe  the 
lower.  But  while  the  Cilbiani  of  the  upper  took  that  for  their  name, 
the  lower  called  themselves,  kiabianoi  oi  nepi  nsiksan,  or  the 
Cilbiani  around  the  city  of  Nicaea. 

This  coin,  and  the  one  of  Augustus  with  Caius  and  Lucius  on  the  rev. 
issued  at  the  same  time,  were  beyond  question,  very  small  issues,  and 
according  to  Grant  in  FITA  (p.348),  premature,  since  after  it,  the  com- 
munity reverted  to  their  tribal  name,  and  it  didn't  become  a developed 
urban  area  until  the  2nd  century.  The  two  coins  were  possibly  issued 
to  celebrate  Augustus'  designating  them  as  his  heirs,  but  with  all  the 
coin  issuing  cities  in  the  empire,  why  would  this  little  town  be  one 
of  less  than  a handful  to  celebrate  it  on  their  coinage?  Well,  I don't 
have  time  to  explore  that  question  now,  but  whatever  the  reason,  and 
whether  by  accident  or  design,  they  gave  to  this  coin  more  importance 
than  perhaps  they  intended,  by  portraying  Caius  and  Lucius  jugate.  The 
only  other  coins  that  I can  find  that  has  their  portraits  jugate,  is 
the  reverse  of  a coin  of  Augustus  from  Sinope,  Paphlagonia ; and  nc» 
other  coin  of  their  own,  i.e.,  an  obverse.  That  makes  this  coin  not 
only  an  issue  of  which  only  a couple  of  specimens  are  known,  but  also 
Rare.  But  wait  - I almost  forgot  - its  about  VF-Very  Fine,  with  tan 
patina,  excellent  portraits. 
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Canadian  Political  Funny  Money

Canadian  history  has  many  examples  of  political  controversy  at  various 
levels  of  government.  To  emphasize,  satirize  or  even  ridicule  some  of 
these  controversi al  issues,  so-called  political  funny  money  have  been 
issued.  These  pieces  of  paper  are  seldom  funny  and  rarely  money  for 
commercial  usage.  The  phrase  "funny  money"  is  believed  to  originate 
from  critics  of  the  Social  Credit  Party  movement  in  the  late  1930's  in 
the  province  of  Alberta,  Canada.  In  1936,  Aberhart,  the  leader  of  the 
Social  Credit  Party  and  premier  of  Alberta,  printed  and  circulated  one 
dollar  Prosperity  Certificates  to  help  stimulate  the  economy  of  the 
province  from  the  depression  of  the  1930's.  Unfortunately  this  attempt 
to  stimulate  the  financial  economy  never  was  given  a chance  to  work  for 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  ruled  that  the  province  had  no  authority 
under  the  British  North  American  Act  of  1867  to  issue  its  own  currency. 
Hence  these  certificates  were  withdrawn  from  circulation  and  virtually 
all  destroyed.  With  this  event,  the  phrase  Social  Credit  Funny  Money 
was  introduced.  Since  this  initial  issue,  many  funny  notes  have  appeared 
in  Canada;  subsequently  the  words  "Social  Credit"  have  been  removed  from 
the  original  phrase.  Unlike  the  prosperity  certificates,  the  political 
funny  money  notes  are  nonredeemable  and  have  no  commercial  value.  Col- 
lecting these  pieces  of  paper  has  become  an  interesting  and  challenging 
hobby  of  many  collectors,  especially  of  those  who  view  these  notes  as 
a diversification  from  collecting  Canadian  banknotes.  Collectors  now 
use  the  phrase  "political  funny  money"  to  refer  to  any  piece  of  paper 
or  note  with  a political  message  and  in  many  cases  resembling  currency 
in  circulation.  Because  numerous  pieces  of  paper  have  been  issued  as 
advertising  gimmicks  by  various  merchants  throughout  Canada  and  resemble 
existing  currency,  the  pieces  of  paper  which  are  cassified  as  "political 
funny  money"  must  have  a political  connotation. 

Canadian  political  funny  money  have  been  issued  emphasizing  various 
levels  of  government  (federal,  provincial,  and  municipal),  with  the 
majority  of  issues  dealing  with  the  political  parties  of  the  federal 
government.  It  is  not  known  exactly  how  many  different  types  have  been 
issued  to  date.  Some  collectors  believe  that  the  estimates  may  be  in 
the  hundreds,  however  to  date  about  90  different  varieties  have  been 
documented  by  the  author.  The  reader  is  referred  to  the  Canadian  Prefix 
Newsletter , Vol.  8,  No.  4 (October  1982)  and  Vol.  9,  No.  2 (April  1983) 
for  a complete  listing  of  the  known  issues.  Continually  new  issues  are 
being  discovered  as  well  as  issued,  and  hence  collecting  these  notes 
has  become  a challenging  hobby.  Many  issues  were  locally  distributed 
and  short-lived,  especially  those  used  as  an  election  gimmick  in  in- 
dividual ridings.  For  example,  the  recent  Walter  Buck  note  which  was 
issued  for  the  2 November  1982  provincial  election  in  Alberta  circulated 
mainly  in  the  Fort  Saskatchewan  area.  Most  notes  seem  to  satirize  poli- 
tical leaders  and  federal  government  policy.  The  former  prime  minister 
John  George  Diefenbaker  has  inspired  a half  dozen  different  "Diefen- 
Dollars".  Other  leaders  who  have  appeared  on  funny  money  notes  in- 
clude the  present  prime  minister  of  Canada  (Pierre  Trudeau),  the  premier 
of  Quebec  (Rene  Levesque),  the  premier  of  Alberta  (Peter  Lougheed),  and 
the  premier  of  Ontario  (Bill  Davis).  Two  other  popular  themes  addressed 
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by  these  notes  are  the  decline  in  value  of  the  Canadian  dollar,  and 
Quebec  separatism.

One  of  the  earliest  uses  of  funny  money  in  Canada  after  the  issue  of  the 
Alberta  Prosperity  Certificates,  was  during  the  second  World  War,  when 
notes  were  used  as  a propaganda  stunt  in  an  attempt  to  sell  war  bonds 
in  the  cities  of  Winnipeg  and  Vancouver.  In  February  1942,  men  dressed 
in  German  uniforms  "captured"  the  city  hall  in  Winnipeg,  dispatched  the 
mayor  to  a fictitious  concentration  camp,  and  issued  paper  notes  resem- 
bling German  currency  overstamped  in  red  "Occupation  Reichsmarks"  on 
the  face  of  the  note.  The  back  of  the  note  contains  a promotional  mes- 
sage for  the  sale  of  war  bonds. 

Although  the  Canadian  criminal  code  prohibits  the  publishing  and  prin- 
ting of  anything  in  the  likeness  or  appearance  of  current  banknotes, 
the  legal  authorities  have  tended  to  turn  a blind  eye  towards  the  issue 
of  political  funny  money.  Conviction  by  authorities  is  very  difficult. 
As  is  evident  with  the  court  case  which  occured  in  1979  when  two  busi- 
nessmen from  Timmins,  Ontario  were  charged  with  unlawful  printing  of 
notes  resembling  the  Canadian  one  dollar  bill.  The  trial  resulted  in 
an  absolute  discharge  of  the  two  men. 

The  political  funny  money  can  be  classified  in  many  ways  (e.g.  by  date 
of  issue,  by  theme,  by  province,  or  by  party).  The  author  (L.  Wojtiw) 
chose  listing  these  by  the  political  party  approach.  Notes  which  could 
not  be  linked  with  any  party  were  placed  under  the  Miscellaneous  column. 
Under  the  political  party  classification,  notes  released  criticizing. 
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or  associated  with  issues  addressed  by  the  party  are  grouped  in  the 
same  category.  For  example,  the  Constitutional  tug-of-war  which  oc- 
cured  in  1981  are  listed  under  the  Liberal  Party  heading,  since  this 
party  was  in  power  at  that  time.  A listing  of  the  known  issues  of 
Canadian  political  funny  notes  is  provided  at  the  end  of  this  article. 
The  author  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  contributions  of  Messrs.  Andre 
Chevalier,  Victor  Vidmar,  Richard  Saunders,  and  Alan  McMurtrie  in  the 
compilation  of  the  information  on  this  topic.

A Guatemalan  Barber's  Token 


This  aluminum  4 Real  barber's  token  states  on  the  reverse  that  it  is  an 
Es table cimiento  De  Primera3  a First  Class  Establishment!  The  Guatemala3 
C.A.  designation  in  this  case  means  Guatemala  City,  the  national  capital, 
contrary  to  the  meaning  of  many  similiar  legends  found  on  hacienda 
tokens  used  in  the  same  country.  The  date  of  1876  is  probably  the 
founding  date  of  the  Peluqueria  De  Londres  rather  than  the  date  of  the 
token's  issue.  It  was  not  until  the  early  or  mid  1890 ' s that  commer- 
cially feasible  aluminum  became  available  for  the  striking  of  coins. 

In  addition  the  maker's  signature,  L.H.  Moise  & co. , of  San  Francisco, 
conflicts  with  the  legend  as  well.  Lionel  Moise  did  not  assume  manage- 
ment of  the  diesinking  firm  until  sometime  in  the  1890' s,  probably 
close  to  the  striking  date  of  this  piece. 

The  token  is  29mm.  in  diameter  and  was  likely  used  as  a discount  chip 
for  preferred  customers,  possibly  even  as  a way  to  commemorate  the 
founding  of  this  business.  Neither  Odis  Clark  nor  Charles  Jason  list 
this  token  (Source:  J.  Schimmel  collection  and  various  San  Francisco 
City  Directories).

Orkhan,  the  son  and  successor  of 

Osman,  and  the  true  organizer  of 
the  Ottoman  power,  carried  on  the  aggressive  policy  of  his  father.  He 
established  his  residence  at  Brusa,  the  ancient  capital  of  Bythinia, 
which  he  had  annexed  from  the  Byzantine  Empire,  and  gained  a foothold 
in  Europe  by  taking  the  Chersonesus  Thracia  (Gallipoli  Peninsula)  in 
1354.  From  the  conquered  Christian  population  of  Europe,  Orkhan  ex- 
acted a tribute  of  male  children,  who,  reared  as  Moslems,  and  trained 
under  rigid  military  discipline,  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  highly 
efficient  fighting  force  known  as  the  Janizeries. 


In  the  first  half  of  the  13th  cen- 
tury, a small  body  of  Moslim  Turks, 
driven  before  the  conquering  Mon- 
gol hordes  under  Genghis  Khan, 
moved  westward  from  their  home  in 
Persia  (Iran)  and  made  their  way 
into  Asia  Minor.  Under  the  lead- 
ership of  their  chieftain,  Ertogh- 
rul  (who  died  in  1288  AD),  they  en- 
tered the  service  of  Ala-ad-Din, 
Sultan  of  Iconium  (Konia),  the 
last  remnant  of  the  great  empire 
established  by  the  Seljuk  Turks  in 
western  Asia.  Ala-ad-Din  granted 
his  Turkish  retainers  some  land  in 
Phyrigia,  where  Osman,  the  son  of 
Ertoghrul , extended  the  power  of 
his  tribe  (to  which  his  name  be- 
came attached  from  then  on)  by 
numerous  conquests  in  Asia  Minor. 


Let's  spend  a few  minutes  going  back  in  time  to  Orkhan' s father  Osman 
the  First.  He  was  born  in  Sukut,  Bythinia,  in  1259  AD.  He  was  the 
son  of  Ertoghrul  and  succeeded  him  as  leader  of  the  Seljuk  Turks  in 
1288.  In  1299,  as  Emir,  he  obtained  a part  of  Bythinia  for  his  do- 
minion, and  soon  afterward  added  Nicaca  by  a victory  at  the  passes  of 
Olympus. 

Osman  was  an  ambitious  ruler  who  considerably  extended  the  power  of  the 
Turkish  tribes.  His  victories  and  his  organization  of  civic  institu- 
tions formed  the  basis  for  the  development  of  the  Ottoman  Empire.  Sul- 
tan Osman  I died  in  1326.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Ottoman  Dynasty, 
and  the  term  Ottomans,  Osmanli,  and  Othmans  originated  from  him. 

In  1359,  Orkhan  was  succeeded  by  Murad  I,  also  known  as  Amurath  I,  under 
whom  the  Ottoman  power  was  expanded  and  consolidated.  At  this  time, 
side  by  side,  with  the  declining  Byzantine  Empire,  stood  the  expanding 
Kingdom  of  Serbia.  The  principalities  of  Moldavia  and  Walachia  were 
each  struggl ing  towards  independence . Venice  and  Genoa  had  extended 
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their  respective  dominions  into  the  eastern  Mediterranean  region.  In 
1361,  Murad  I conquered  Adrianople  in  southeastern  Europe  and  made  it 
his  capital.  The  Turks  then  began  to  systematically  reduce  the  dec- 
adent Byzantine  Empire.  Murad  I enlarged  the  Turkish  possessions  in 
Asia  Minor,  and  in  1389  broke  the  power  of  Serbia  in  the  fierce  Bat- 
tle of  Kosovo.  Sultan  Murad  I was  killed  in  this  battle,  and  his  son, 
Bejazet  conquered  Bulgaria;  warred  against  Walachia,  and  in  1396,  in- 
flicted a crushing  defeat  upon  the  combined  army  of  French,  Hungarian 
and  Poles  under  the  command  of  Sigismund,  King  of  Hungary.  Sigismund 
was  later  to  become  Holy  Roman  Emperor.  However,  in  1402,  Bejazet  was 
defeated  and  taken  captive  by  the  invading  Mongol  warrior,  Tamerlane. 

On  the  fall  of  the  Turkish  sultan,  a struggle  for  dominance  ensued 
among  his  sons,  and  lasted  about  ten  years.  In  1413,  Muhammad  I 
(1387-1421)  gained  undisputed  possession  of  the  whole  Ottoman  Empire. 
Murad  II  extended  the  Turkish  dominance  over  Macedonia;  conquered 
parts  of  Greece;  waged  a series  of  wars  with  the  Hungarians,  and  at- 
tacked the  Albanians  (but  without  success).  Murad's  most  notable 
event  of  his  reign  was  his  victory  over  the  Hungarians  in  1444. 

MUHAMMAD  II,  also  called  MOHAMMED  II,  or  MEHEMED  II,  who  was  surnamed 
"The  Great",  was  born  in  Adrianople  in  1430.  He  succeeded  his  father, 
Murad  II,  in  1451,  and  immediately  upon  his  succession,  prepared  to 
conquer  Constantinople.  It  had  been  the  object  of  the  Turkish  sul- 
tans for  many  years  to  conquer  Constantinople,  which  was  the  only  rem- 
nant of  the  once  mighty  empire  of  the  Caesars,  and  this  was  uppermost 
in  the  mind  of  Muhammad.  Accordingly  he  organized  an  army  of  258,000 
men  and  a fleet  of  320  vessels,  with  which  he  began  a memorable  siege 
of  April  6,  1453.  It  was  on  May  29th  that  Constantinople  at  last  fell 
to  the  Moslems,  who  attacked  it  from  the  European  side  with  a great 
power  of  artillery.  The  Greeks  made  a gallant  defense,  but  a severe 
wound  compelled  their  leader  to  retire  from  the  ramparts.  The  Great 
Church  of  St.  Sophia,  which  Justinian  the  Great  had  built  in  532  AD, 
was  plundered  of  its  treasures  and  turned  at  once  into  a mosque.  This 
caused  a panic  in  the  city,  which  was  greatly  intensified  by  the  sud- 
den death  of  Emperor  Constantine  XIII.  Thus  it  became  possible  for 
the  Turks  to  devastate  the  capital  city,  but  it  (the  city)  was  soon 
after  made  their  own  capital,  and  their  possessions  were  extended  to 
include  a portion  of  Greece,  Serbia  and  Hungary.  The  Byzantine  Em- 
pire (the  Roman  Empire  of  the  East)  was  brought  to  an  end  after  962 
years.  This  event  sent  a wave  of  excitement  throughout  Europe  and  an 
attempt  was  made  to  organize  a crusade,  but  the  days  of  crusades  were 
past. 

Muhammad  II  was  a great  statesman;  the  moment  he  entered  Constantinople 
he  endeavored  to  stop  the  damage  his  ambition  had  done.  He  supported 
the  Patriarch;  he  conciliated  the  Greeks,  and  he  did  all  he  could  to 
continue  the  city  as  the  City  of  the  Emperors.  But  the  damage  had  been 
done.  The  markets  died  away;  the  culture  and  civilization  fled;  the 
complex  finance  faded  from  sight  and  the  Turks  had  lost  their  governors 
and  their  support. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  the  corruptions  of  Byzantium  remained:  the  bu- 
reaucracy, the  enuchs,  the  palace  guards,  the  spies,  the  bribers,  the 
go-betweens  --  all  these  the  Ottomans  took  over,  and  all  these  sur- 
vived in  luxuriant  life.  The  Turks,  in  taking  the  city,  let  slip  a 
treasure  and  gained  a pestilence.

The  capital  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  was  transferred  from  Adrianople  to 
Constantinople.  Muhammad's  ambition  was  not  satisfied  by  the  capture 
of  Constantinople.  He  set  his  eyes  on  Rome.  In  1456,  he  laid  siege 
to  Bel  grace , but  the  siege  failed.  Serbia  was  annexed  and  Bosnia  de- 
feated. The  Empire  of  Trebizond,  an  offshoot  of  the  defunct  Byzan- 
tine Empire,  was  conquered  in  1461.  A large  Greek  island  was  taken 
from  Venice,  and  Crimea  was  forced  into  being  a vassal  to  the  Ottoman 
sultan.  Albania  was  finally  subjugated,  and  the  Turks  gained  a foot- 
hold (though  temporary)  at  the  southeastern  extremity  of  the  Italian 
peninsula.  It  is  probable  that  Muhammad  II  could  have  achieved  his 
goal,  but  the  attempt  was  averted  by  his  death  in  1481  at  Nicomedia. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Bejazet  II.  Muhammad  II  was  the  founder 
of  Turkish  power  in  Europe.  His  influence  is  still  felt,  for  which 
he  is  an  object  of  reverence  by  the  Turks.  He  is  glorified  as  the 
conqueror  of  two  empires,  20  kingdoms  and  over  200  cities. 

The  principal  mint  for  the  Ottoman  Empire  was,  of  course,  Constantinople, 
but  many  coins  were  struck  at  other  mints,  including  Aleppo  and  Damas- 
cus. Supposingly  it  is  against  the  Muhammadan  religion  to  copy  any 
image  from  nature.  That  could  be  one  explanation  v/hy  much  of  the 
coinage  (obverse  and  reverse)  is  devoted  solely  to  legends.  However, 
contrary  to  the  religious  law,  a gold  coin  was  minted  during  the 
reign  of  Mamluk  Baibars  (1260-1277  AD)  with  the  representation  of  a 
lion.  The  only  explanation  possible  is  that  Baibars  was  the  most 
powerful  ruler  of  the  Mamluk  dynasty,  and  was  known  as  "The  Lion",  and 
for  that  reason  placed  that  emblem  on  the  coin.  Gold,  silver  and  copper 
coinage  was  minted  for  the  sultans.  Most  of  it  is  poorly  struck  and 
similar  to  the  hammered  dumps  of  some  native  Indian  states. 

Later,  and  for  centuries,  the  sultans  placed  their  marks  on  coinage. 

The  tughras,  or  "cipher",  was  supposedly  the  mark  made  by  the  sultan 
after  he  dipped  his  three  larger  finger  tips  in  ink,  and,  placing 
the  finger-tips  on  a document,  maneuvered  them  around  in  his  own  style. 
Each  sultan  did  this  through  the  centuries,  and  each  sultan's  tughra 
is  slightly  different  from  any  other  sultan.  Some  numismatists  have 
made  a study  of  the  tughras  and  can  tell  at  a glance  to  which  sultan 
the  coin  can  be  attributed.  It  has  been  said  that  most  of  the  sultans 
were  illiterate  and  being  unable  to  write  or  sign  their  names,  resorted 
to  using  the  tughra. 

Presently  the  Turkish  government  uses  the  portrait  of  Kemal  Ataturk, 
founder  and  first  president  of  the  republic,  on  many  coins,  although 
a short-lived  issue  of  1 lira  pieces  were  struck  in  1940-41  bearing 
the  head  of  Ismet  Inonu,  a later  president  of  the  republic. 

The  coinage  of  the  early  days  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  is  scarce  and 
expensive.  The  later  issues  with  the  tughras  are  readily  available 
from  dealers  and  most  of  the  coins  are  moderately  priced.

W.  H.  Valentine.  THE  COPPER  COINS  OF  INDIA  INCLUDING  BANGLADESH 3 
BURMA , NEPAL  AND  PAKISTAN.  This  2 volume  set,  published  in  1914,  con- 
tains 266  pages,  plates  of  photos  and  4 maps.  A drawing  of  each  coin 
is  accompanied  by  its  description,  transcription  and  transliteration. 

Of  the  3 reprints  offered,  this  is  by  far  the  most  widely  known  and 
used  reference.  $40.00. 

Stanley  Lane-Pool e.  THE  COINS  OF  THE  MOGHUL  EMPERORS  OF  HINDUSTAN 
IN  THE  BRITISH  MUSEUM.  This  404  page  book  with  33  plates,  maps  and 
tables  was  originally  published  in  1892.  The  volume  contains  descrip- 
tions of  the  coins  issued  by  the  Moghul  emperors  of  Hindustan  from  the 
foundation  of  the  Empire  by  Babar,  Humayun  and  Akbar  down  to  its  grad- 
ual absorption  into  the  realm  of  the  East  India  Company.  A brief 
historical  outline  is  followed  by  short  accounts  highlighting  the 
developments  in  coinage  during  each  Emperor's  reign.  The  metal  of 
each  specimen  and  its  size  are  stated  as  well  as  the  weight  of  the 
gold  and  silver  coins  in  English  grains.  A comparative  table  of  the 
years  and  months  of  the  Hijrah  and  Christian  eras  facilitates  easy 
conversion.  The  location  of  the  mint  cities  are  shown  on  a map.  Over 
1200  typical  specimens  of  Moghul  coins  are  depicted  in  the  33  plates 
executed  by  the  autotype  mechanical  process  from  casts  in  plaster.  $56.00 

Charles  J.  Rodgers.  COIN -COLLECTING  IN  NORTHERN  INDIA.  This  136  page 
book  with  6 plates  was  originally  published  in  1894.  The  author  de- 
scribes the  characteristics  of  every  known  series  of  coins  struck  by 
the  dynasties  who  ruled  over  Northern  India.  The  Greek  coins  are  the 
earliest,  testifying  to  the  Greek  invasion  of  India.  Coins  were  struck 
by  every  king  however  short  his  rule  was,  being  a means  of  proclaim- 
ing soverignty.  The  inscriptions  on  the  coins  are  translated.  $13.00.

In  my  article  entitled  "French  Indochina  - Some  Observations  on  its 
Currency"  {NI  BULLETIN  3 Aug.,  1983,  pp26 1-266 ) , I stated  on  page  265 
that  the  French  restored  the  pre-war  piastre-franc  ratio  of  1:10  in 
1945.  However,  in  further  reading  I have  discovered  I was  incorrect. 
The  fourth  edition  of  Albert  Pick,  Standard  Catalogue  of  World  Paper 
Money  (Vol . II,  p407),  states  that  the  ratio  was  set  at  1:17  in  1946 
and  remained  at  that  rate  until  altered  to  1:10  in  May,  1953.  Sev- 
eral conclusions  based  on  my  error  should  thus  be  disregarded.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

Murray  Teigh  Bloom.  MONEY  OF  THEIR  OWN.  The  'True  Stories  of  the 
World's  Greatest  Counterfeiters.  Published  by  BRN  Press,  132  East 
Second  St.,  Port  Clinton,  Ohio  43452,  31 4pp , $17.95. 

It  is  a rare  treat  to  find  a numismatic  author  who  writes  in  a lively 
and  entertaining  manner.  Murray  Bloom's  book  on  counterfei ters  is 
the  kind  one  would  want  not  only  for  a quiet  evening  of  reading  but 
as  a reference.  I started  it  in  my  easy  chair  in  front  of  my  wood 
stove  and  ended  up  by. getting  so  involved  that  I took  it  up  to  bed 
and  continued  reading  into  the  early  hours.  It  is  an  account  of  the 
world's  most  unusual  and  ingenious  counterfeiters  of  bonds,  paper 
money,  coins  and  stamps.  His  stories  span  the  continents  and  time 
and  gives  the  lives  of  the  successful  and  unsuccessful  exceptionally 
talented  men  that  have  left  their  mark,  not  only  in  the  police  files 
of  many  countries,  but  in  many  a numismatic  and  philatelic  collection.

Julio  Estrada  Ycaza.  LOS  BANCOS  DEL  SIGLO  XIX  (The  Banks  of  the  19th 
Century).  Quito,  Ecuador,  Casa  de  la  Cultura  Ecuadoriana,  1976. 

323pp,  index,  tables,  notes,  bibliography,  table  of  abbreviations, 
illustrations.  Soft  cover.  Available  from  Dale  Seppa , 103  Sixth 
Avenue  North,  Virginia,  MN  55792,  USA.  $14.00  postpaid  in  U.S.  Other 
countries,  add  $4.00  US  for  registered  shipping. 

Written  by  one  of  Ecuador's  leading  economic  and  social  historians, 
this  book  will  nevertheless  be  of  great  use  to  the  collector  of  Ecu- 
adorian banknotes  or  the  afficionado  of  banking  history. 

The  first  two  chapters  provide  a brief  but  comprehensive  history  of 
the  beginnings  of  banking  in  Ecuador  and  a resume  of  private  banking 
in  Ecuador.  The  next  23  chapters  cover  the  private  banks  which  opened 
and  closed  during  the  nineteenth  century  in  Ecuador.  It  includes 
every  one  that  I was  aware  of  and  a few  that  I wasn't  aware  of.  It 
is  extremely  detailed  and  gives  much  information  on  banknotes  issued, 
foundation,  years  of  operation,  etc.  etc.  Many  notes  are  illustrated 
and  the  many  tables  allow  even  the  noviate  Spanish  speaker  to  use  the 
work.  It  is  the  most  detailed  work  that  I am  aware  of  on  this  period. 

The  book  is  written  in  very  clear, conci se  Spanish  so  that  virtually 
anyone  with  a dictionary  and  a bit  of  ambition  can  ferret  out  details 
which  were  previously  unavailable.  While  the  publication  is  dated 
1976,  its  complete  unavailability  until  now  leads  me  to  believe  that 
it  was  actually  printed  after  the  publication  date  shown  or  that  the 
initial  distribution  was  extremely  limited.

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Fresia  Hidalgo.  APUNTES  SOBRE  LA  HISTORIA  DE  LA  MONEDA.  Mexico  City, 
1943.  Published  by  the  Universidad  Nacional  Autonoma  Mexico  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  and  Letters.  79pp,  biblio- 
graphy and  table  of  contents. 

This  is  a printed  and  bound  thesis  which  was  written  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  the  title  of  "Instructor  of  History"  from  the  above  men- 
tioned university.  There  are  seven  sections  which  cover  the  follow- 
ing: Coins  in  Antiquity  with  emphasis  on  Greece  and  Rome,  Coins  in 

the  Middle  Ages  with  an  emphasis  on  Europe,  Early  modern  period  with 
an  emphasis  on  Europe  and  her  new  world  colonies. 

The  remaining  4 sections  cover  the  17th,  18th  and  19th  centuries  with 
the  last  chapter  being  the  author's  conclusions. 

Being  a thesis,  I would  guess  that  the  printing  probably  amounted  to 
100  copies  or  less.  I have  owned  only  the  one  copy  and  suspect  that 
I will  not  own  another.

The  first  edition  of  this  book  includes  chapters  or  sections  covering 
the  following  items:  Rio  de  la  Plata,  Cordoba,  Uncertain  Emissions, 

Tucaman,  La  Rioja,  Buenos  Aires,  Santiago  del  Estero,  Mendoza,  Arg- 
entine Confederation,  Argentine  Republic  and  the  private  emissions  of 
Justo  J.  de  Urquiza,  Auerlio  de  Tounens  and  Julio  Popper. 

The  third  edition  covers  all  of  the  above  listings  albeit  in  a some- 
what different  arrangement  with  much  additional  information  and  an 
additional  section  covering  counterfeit  coins  of  Argentina.  Another 
additional  section  covers  coins  which  were  proposed  but  never  releas- 
ed for  circulation.  The  overall  coverage  of  the  third  edition  is  much 
more  detailed  and  complete  and  reflects  the  additional  study  done 
over  the  intervening  13  year  period.  Although  the  quantity  printed 
was  3000  books,  the  work  remains  scarce  to  rare  in  the  United  States 
and  is  generally  unknown  except  by  the  most  advanced  numismatists 
specializing  in  the  coins  of  Argentina.  While  both  editions  are 
scarce  in  the  United  States,  I have  seen  far  more  of  the  first  edition 
here  (say  a dozen  or  more)  than  the  third  edition  of  which  I have 
only  owned  one  copy. 

The  books  are  not  generally  available  and  are  published  herein  only 
for  the  information  of  interested  parties.

Nearly  3000  photographs  illustrate  about  1500  Australian  Commemorative 
medallions  in  this  new  work.  The  following  data  is  presented  for  each 
medallion:  a photograph  of  both  sides,  complete  obverse  and  reverse 

legends,  size,  metal,  mintage,  mint  and  type  of  edge.  A leaflet  ac- 
companies the  book  giving  a current  valuation  for  each  medallion. 
Medallions  are  listed  in  the  order  of  their  year  of  issue  inscribed 
on  each  medallion.  Undated  medallions  are  listed  in  a separate  section. 

This  is  the  first  published  volume  on  Australian  Commemorative  medal- 
lions. It  is  a joy  to  turn  the  pages  and  look  at  the  photos  of  the 
medallions.  Hopefully,  a similar  book  will  be  produced  in  Canada  in 
the  near  future  on  Canadian  Commemorative  medallions. 

The  volume  is  a deluxe  presentation  and  is  worthy  of  any  coffee  table 
or  club  library.

NETHERLANDS  - "5  GULDEN"?  MEDAL 


by  Fred  G.  van  den  Raak,  Palo  Alto,  California,  NI  # 1437 


The  medal  illustrated  was  privately 
struck  and  distributed  to  commemor- 
ate the  70th  birthday  of  H.M.  Queen 
Juliana  of  the  Netherlands  (April 
30,  1979).  It  was  originally  con- 
ceived by  Mr.  J.  F.  J.  van  Konings- 
brugge  of  Assen,  the  Netherlands. 

He  had  initially  hoped  to  have  a 5 
Gulden  gold  coin  struck  during  the 
reign  of  Queen  Juliana.  His  motivation  was  the  fact  that  Queen  Jul- 
iana was  the  only  Dutch  monarch  since  1815  not  to  appear  on  a 5 Gulden 
gold  coin.  However,  the  realities  of  the  modern  Dutch  monetary  sys- 
tem made  a circulating  gold  coin  of  such  low  value  very  impractical. 
Because  of  this,  he  chose  to  have  a medal  struck  having  the  same 
size  and  gold  content  as  the  earlier  5 Gulden  gold  coin  issues.  Ad- 
ditional specimens  of  this  medal  were  also  struck  in  German  silver.

VANUATU,  NEW  COINAGE,  1983

The  Melanesian  republic  of  Vanuatu  has  issued  its  first  set  of  regular, 
currency-issue  coins.  The  six-piece  set,  dated  1983,  consists  of 
reeded,  cupro-nickel  coins  for  50,  20  and  10  vatu  and  smooth-edged, 
aluminum-bronze  coins  for  5,  2 and  1 vatu.  The  diameters  are  33, 

28.5,  24,  23.5,  20  and  17mm  respecti vely . In  metal  and  size  these 
pieces  are  very  similar  to  the  franc  denominations  previously  in 
circul ati on . 

All  the  pieces  have  a common  obverse  design  consisting  of  the  nation- 
al emblem  (a  standing  native  with  a spear  standing  in  front  of  a 
large,  curled  tusk),  the  date,  and  the  inscription  "RIPABLIK  BL0NG 
VANUATU".  The  variable  reverse  designs  consists  of  native  flora  and 
crustacians.  The  Central  Bank  of  Vanuatu  also  issues  notes  for  1000, 
500  and  100  vatu.  Vanuatu  was  formerly  the  Anglo-French  condominium 
of  the  New  Hebrides  and  became  independent  in  1982.
